this pest, lf it appears In Ohio, will 
he one of the most destructive and 
dangerous 
pests that 
the 
farmers 
have ever had to contend with. The 
description follow s: 
The European Corn Borer i Pvrausla 
nlhilalis) is known to lie present in 
thirty-five townships in the vicinity of 
Boston, 
Massachusetts, 
and in two 
widely separated areas in New York 
State B has spread rapidly, and there 
is general belief that it 
may soon 
lie found in other states. 
For that 
reason everyone is urged to co-oper­ 
ate in tile control of this pest. 
Tins insect winters over as a cater­ 
pillar in cornstalks and some of the 
large weeds. 
About tile middle 
of 
May it pupates and emerges as 
a 
moth, which lays a large number of 
eggs, sometimes as many as 700. The 
caterpillars from these eggs feed up­ 
on early corn and weeds and do con­ 
siderable damage. 
About the last of 
July these caterpillars 
pupate, 
and 
early in 
August another generation 
of moths appears. 
These lay their 
eggs (tills time about 900) on corn 
and weeds (principally corn) and do 
a vast amount of damage, feeding on 
the stalks and ears of corn.
